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President's  Letter 


Maya  Angelou,  the  American  author,  wrote  a  poem 
that  speaks  about  the  attitude  of  the  students  we 
serve.  She  speaks  eloquently  of  rising,  committing 
and  celebrating  in  her  poem,  "And  Still  I  Rise", 
the  last  verse  reads: 

Leaving  behind  nights  of  terror  and  fear,  I  rise 
into  a  day  break  that's  wondrous  clear,  I  rise 
bringing  the  gifts  that  my  ancestors  gave,  I  am  the 
dream  and  the  hope  of  the  slave  I  rise  I  rise  I  rise. 

Roxbury  Community  College  is  indeed  the  place  where  many 
wonderful  futures  begin.   I  have  the  privilege  of  providing 
presidential  leadership  to  the  most  unique  and  special  campus 
of  the  system  of  twenty-nine  public  educational  institutions. 
Roxbury  Community  College  (RCC)  has  cultural,  linguistic 
and  ethnic  diversity  on  a  scale  matched  by  few  institutions. 
RCC  is  strongly  supported  by  the  community  it  serves.  It  is 
the  College  of  the  community. 

In  addition  to  providing  open  access  to  anyone  who  wishes 
to  come  to  the  College  and  providing  several  pre-College 
entrance  points,  a  number  of  instructional  support  systems 
and  a  highly  nurturing  faculty,  RCC  has  expanded  its  opera- 
tions to  give  more  of  a  sense  of  community  and  is  a  meeting 
ground  for  area  residents. 

RCC  is  now  a  valuable  resource  for  minority  businesses  and 
vendors  and  indeed  the  City  of  Boston.  The  Reggie  Lewis 
Track  and  Athletic  Center  has  completed  its  inaugural  year 
with  stunning  success  stories  of  its  community  impact.  Over 
ten  thousand  petsons  visit  the  Center  monthly.  Many  national 
and  regional  events  are  held  here  at  RCC  and  the  evaluations 
have  confirmed  our  standing  as  a  world  class  facility. 

RCC  as  an  open  admission  equal  opportunity  institution  has 
strengthened  its  performance  measures  on  a  scale  and  within 
a  schedule  matched  by  few  urban  colleges.  The  budget  has 
been  balanced  for  two  consecutive  years  and  we  plan  to  end 
FY97  on  target  as  well.  The  development  of  strong  manage- 
ment systems  has  served  the  College  well.  Over  three  million 
dollars  has  been  wisely  invested  in  bringing  the  technology 
and  systems  of  the  College  up  to  par. 

All  union  contracts  were  successfully  negotiated  bringing 
salary  increases  to  all  employees  for  the  first  time  in  three 
years  .  The  administrative  structure  has  been  downsized  and 
flattened  in  order  to  provide  for  closer  contact  between  the 
faculty,  students  and  the  President. 


The  Board  of  Trustees  represents  the  community  and,  the  students;  and,  its  vision  for  RCC  is  paramount  to 
good  stewardship.  The  collective  board  has  provided  outstanding  service  to  the  RCC  community. 

The  college  is  truly  a  College  of  its  community  and  for  its  community.  RCC  enjoys  a  revolutionary  educational 
partnership  with  Star  Market.  The  educational  model  shall  be  promulgated  with  several  other  successful  corpo- 
rations. The  RCC  Foundation  director.  Bill  Sapers  has  provided  sterling  leadership  and  guidance  to  our  students 
and  we  hold  him  and  Star  Market  President  Henry  Nasella  in  high  esteem  as  we  chart  new  territory  for  the  good 
of  the  students  and  the  community  we  seek  to  serve. 

New  articulation  agreements  and  updated  marketing  and  recruitment  plans  will  increase  enrollments.  More 
sophisticated  laboratories  will  allow  RCC  to  expand  its  programs.  The  agreement  with  Pine  Manor  and  Dual 
Admissions  with  University  of  Massachusetts  at  Boston  are  excellent  stepping  stones  to  Baccalaureate  education. 

The  major  achievement  of  RCC  this  year  is  in  its  commitment  to  true  educational  reform.  The  reform  effort 
springs  out  of  the  College's  major  achievement  last  year,  a  grant  from  the  Balfour  Foundation.  The  effort  is 
spurred  by  the  community  support  received  at  the  Charette,  Spring,  1996.  The  achievements  of  RCC  this 
year  are  substantial  and  significant.  Our  challenge  is  to  discover  all  of  our  unique  strengths  and  leverage  all  of 
the  wonderful  opportunities  we  have  to  serve  our  students. 

The  faculty  have  been  hard  at  work  making  RCC  an  even  more  excellent  institution.  The  Science  Department 
has  completed  an  Environmental  Management  concentration;  Nursing  Education  is  prepared  for  its  first 
National  League  of  Nursing  accreditation  visit;  the  Business  division  is  not  only  working  with  Star  Market 
industries,  but  renewing  the  Hospitality  Management  program  as  well.  The  English  and  ESL  faculty  have 
restructured  their  discipline  to  allow  for  greater  student  success.  The  College  as  whole  is  preparing  for  focused 
visit  as  part  of  it's  decennial  accreditation  from  NEASC.  The  Scholar-In-Residence  program  has  sponsored  a 
major  new  initiative  called  the  RCC  Presidential  Lectute  Series  and  we  are  proud  to  welcome  Harvard  Professor, 
William  Julius  Wilson  at  the  first  lecture  on  April  3,  1997  and  noted  Economist,  Julianne  Malveaux  on 
May  1,  1997. 

A  special  outreach  focus  on  Black  and  Latino  men  has  brought  many  wonderful  opportunities  to  RCC.  We 
have  had  the  opportunity  to  see  young  faces  brighten  with  hope,  and  young  minds  instilled  with  new  courage. 
The  project  I  am  personally  most  proud  of  is  our  wheelchair  basketball  team  co-sponsored  with  the  Disabled 
Athletic  Association.  These  young  men  of  color,  victims  of  street  violence,  bound  to  their  wheelchairs,  seem  to 
take  wings  as  they  literally  jump  at  the  hoop  giving  total  concentration  to  the  fast  break.  As  we  work  with 
Concerned  Black  Men,  The  Black  Jewish  Roundtable,  The  Nation  of  Islam,  the  churches,  and  the  residents, 
we  come  to  a  place  where  we  see  the  divinity  in  diversity  of  all  God's  men  and  women.  A  place  where  we  can 
simply  rejoice  that  we  have  in  some  way  contributed  to  the  success  of  the  lives  of  people  who,  but  for  RCC, 
may  not  have  reached  the  pleasant  place  of  people  like  Paul  Goodnight,  an  alumnus  of  RCC  whose  art  work 
and  prints  are  legend.  In  fact,  one  of  his  prints  forms  the  cover  of  this  1997  Annual  Report.  We  also  take  pride  in 
new  alumnus  Tomas  Gonzales  whose  visions  are  centered  on  politics  and  a  career  in  government.  As  I  visited  the 
White  House  in  February  for  coffee  with  President  Bill  Clinton,  I  realized  just  how  close  our  students'  dreams 
can  be  to  our  grasp. 

The  Annual  Report  of  1997  is  a  tribute  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  whose  unselfish  dedication  to  a  dream  has  led  us 
with  success;  also  to  administration  and  staff;  and  our  students  who  keep  us  focused  and  expanding  our  horizons. 
Lastly  but  not  least,  we  give  our  gratitude  to  the  community  and  our  legislature  and  to  all  the  potential  students 
of  RCC  whose  poetry  is  not  yet  written  but  who  will  begin  in  this  place,...  "Where  Futures  Begin"

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Paul  Goodnight 


Internationally-renown  visual  artist  Paul  Goodnight  only  took  a  few  courses 
at  Roxbury  Community  College  in  the  1970's.  But  the  lessons  Goodnight 
learned  and  the  teacher  who  guided  him  continue  to  have  a  profound 
influence  on  him  today. 

At  age  20  after  a  stint  in  Vietnam,  Goodnight  faced  the  fact  that  he  could 
not  read  or  write  beyond  grade  school  level  and  decided  to  do  something 
about  it.  "It  was  too  embarrassing  to  not  know  how  to  read  and  write 
coherently  or  comprehensively  at  age  20.  I  am  a  very  ambitious  person 
and  I  wanted  to  get  over  that  hurdle,"  he  said. 

Goodnight  heard  about  RCC  from  friends  and  decided  to  enroll.  At  the 
time  RCC  occupied  a  small  space  in  the  Grove  Hall  section  of  Dorchester. 
"It  was  less  than  half  the  size  it  is  now.  It  was  a  place  where  I  was  able  to 
hone  in  on  the  necessities  I  needed  in  life.  The  teachers  were  very  strict  and 
very  disciplined.  It  was  just  what  I  needed  and  just  what  I  didn't  get  in  high 
school,"  Goodnight  said. 

One  teacher  always  stands  out  in  Goodnight's  mind.  He  admits  that  he 
thinks  of  her  just  about  every  day.  Her  name  was  Barbara  Hardaway.  "She 
was  the  most  influential  person  in  my  life.  I  remember  this  and  I  will  never 
forget.  She  had  polio  and  she  would  tell  me  that  we  both  had  handicaps. 
Mine  was  that  I  could  not  read.  She  told  me  her  handicap  was  visible  and 
something  she  could  not  hide.  She  said  that  I  could  hide  my  handicap," 
explained  Goodnight.  Laughing  at  the  thought,  he  said,  "She  told  me  that 
I  might  be  able  to  hide  my  handicap  from  other  people  but  that  I  could  not 
pull  anything  over  on  her.  I  will  always  remember  that." 

"Barbara  was  a  very  important  person  in  life.  She  gave  me  structure," 
Goodnight  said.  "I  went  on  to  other  schools.  But,  it  was  at  RCC  where  I  got 
a  good  academic  foundation."  He  moved  on  to  the  Massachusetts  College 
of  Art  and  graduated  in  1975.  His  art  career  skyrocketed  and  continues  to 
soar  upward. 

Millions  of  television  viewers  have  caught  glimpses  of  Goodnight's  vivid 
paintings  of  proud  and  beautiful  African  and  Caribbean  people.  His  work 
has  been  used  as  accents  in  scenes  on  the  Cosby  Show,  Fresh  Prince  of 
Bel  Air,  Seinfeld  and  ER.  Actress  Whoopi  Goldberg  requested  one  of 
Goodnight's  pieces  for  her  character's  apartment  when  she  starred  in  the 
movie  "Ghost."  He  also  created  the  official  poster  for  the  1996  Olympics. 
His  work  is  included  among  the  most  prestigious  art  collections  of  the  world. 
Goodnight  travels  around  the  world  to  paint.  During  his  travels,  he  also 
takes  the  time  to  encourage  young  people  and  aspiring  artists  in  much 
the  same  way  he  was  once  encouraged  by  Barbara  Hardaway  at  RCC. 
"I  think  a  community  college  like  RCC  is  very,  very  necessary.  It  was  a 
great  steppingstone  for  my  educational  background.  Students  are  able  to 
get  more  concentrated  learning.  I  know  I  did,"  he  said. 


Preparing  Students  for  the  Future 

Implementing  Educational  Reform  at  RCC 

In  1996,  RCC  embarked  on  the  following  major  initiatives  to  improve  the  educational 
quality  of  the  college  as  we  move  into  the  21st  century: 

1   1  '     The  Balfour  Project: 

Supported  by  a  $650,000  grant  from  the  Balfour  Foundation,  RCC  began  the  first  year 
of  a  five  year  planning  process.  In  the  spring  of  1996,  the  college  invited  the  community 
to  help  develop  the  school's  strategic  plan  through  an  imaginative,  highly  interactive 
forum  called  a  charette.  More  than  100  college  and  community  representatives 
gathered  to  exchange  ideas  and  help  us  envision  the  future.  Participants  offered  the 
following  key  recommendations  in  meeting  the  educational  needs  of  our  community 
going  into  the  year  2001: 

•  restructure  and  strengthen  the  Liberal  Arts  to  balance  the  development  of  liberal  learning  and 
acquisition  of  technical  skills; 

•  ensure  that  our  programs  and  services  reflect  the  diversity  and  inclusiveness  of  student  learning, 
going  beyond  the  needs  of  matriculated  students  to  include  the  ranks  of  the  disenfranchised; 

•  empower  students  with  the  values  and  skills  they  will  need  to  take  control  of  their  own  destiny; 

•  work  to  maintain  our  academic  standards  within  the  institution  and  beyond; 

•  address  the  issue  of  resources  required  to  support  preparatory  and  college  study; 

•  and  identify  and  promote  new  and  existing  partnerships,  whether  they  are  academic, 
financial  or  cultural. 

These  recommendations  helped  us  to  subsequently  develop  an  action  plan  and  time- 
line that  identifies  specific  objectives  in  three  primary  areas  which  include  our  mission, 
community  partnerships  and  student  population. 


Educational  Reform: 

The  Charette  set  the  stage  for  the  start  of  educational  reform  at  RCC  which  ultimately 
seeks  to  provide  students  with  a  breadth  of  knowledge  and  skills  that  have  been  histor- 
ically associated  with  exposure  to  the  liberal  arts,  as  well  as  skills  desired  by  employers. 
In  1996  we  began  the  process  of  conceptualizing  and  designing  a  comprehensive  and 
integrated  curriculum  which  will  address  student  needs  for  literacy,  technical,  profi- 
ciency, short  and  long  term  learning  and  good  citizenship. 

3  The  1 00  Careers  Program: 

Funded  with  a  grant  of  $148,000  from  the  Massachusetts  Legislature,  the  100  Careers 
Program  is  a  pilot  demonstration  project  designed  to  help  students  who  are  welfare 
recipients  get  a  fresh  start.  Program  components  include  academic  preparation,  life 
skill  development,  career  experience  and  career  placement.  One  Hundred  Careers 
will  position  students  for  economic  independence,  positive  self  determination  and 
community  involvement. 

4  RX.RN.RCC  Program: 

In  1996  the  legislature  established  a  $3.8  million  Campus  Performance  Improvement 
reserve  at  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  to  support  campus  initiatives  meant  to 
improve  academic  programs,  campus  accountability,  efficiency  in  management  and 
cost  effective  use  of  resources. 

This  reserve  awarded  RCC  $100,000  to  support  an  initiative  called  "RX.RN.RCC." 
These  funds  will  be  used  to  build  an  integrated  multimedia  nursing  lab  that  will 
supplement  classroom  learning  and  clinical  instruction.  The  lab  will  encourage 
students  to  take  a  more  proactive  role  in  their  schooling.  This  in  turn  should  increase 
RCC's  retention  and  graduation  rates  by  reducing  the  time  needed  to  complete  the 
Nursing  Program.

Changing  the  Way  We  Do  Business: 

The  Dean  Team 


To  help  the  college  realize  its  mission  and  support  the  educational  reform  initiative,  we 
restructured  the  division  of  Student  &  Academic  Affairs  and  formed  the  Dean  Team: 
an  executive  management  group  consisting  of  four  Deans  in  the  areas  of  (1)  academic 
leadership,  planning  and  implementation,  (2)  curriculum  and  instruction  review  and 
reform,  (3)  student  development  and  campus  life,  and  (4)  enrollment  management 
and  retention. 

The  Dean  Team  is  working  with  President  Brown  to  develop  a  centralized  operations 
plan  which  includes  a  set  of  core  principles,  complementary  goals  and  objectives,  and 
a  management  calendar  with  timetables  which  are  congruous  to  goal  achievement. 

The  purpose  of  the  restructuring  is  to  foster  an  open  environment  for  educational 
reform,  encourage  greater  unity  and  program  uniformity,  streamline  decision  making 
and  create  an  institutional  culture  which  can  respond  more  rapidly  to  the  issues  facing 
RCC  in  the  90's  and  beyond. 
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ShapingThe  Academic  Agenda:  Curriculum  Development 

In  response  to  student  needs  and  educational  trends,  RCC  has  instituted  the  following 

new  academic  programs: 

The  Division  of  Math  and  Science  completed  curriculum  development  for  a  new 
degree  concentration  in  Environmental  Management  Pollution  Control. 

The  Nursing  Program  developed  a  new  initiative  which  permits  advanced  placement 
for  licensed  practical  nurses  into  our  Registered  Nurses  Program. 

Humanities  approved  two  new  music  courses.  Introduction  to  Vocal  and  Choral  Music 
I  and  II  emphasize  vocal  and  choral  literature  as  well  as  contemporary  songs. 

The  English  Department  conducted  two  conferences  for  full  and  part  time  faculty 
which  addressed  the  concepts  of  writing  across  the  curriculum  and  faculty  mentoring. 


Student  &  Academic  Affairs 

Collaborating  with  Community  Partners 


In  1996  we  collaborated  with  other  academic  institutions,  cultural  organizations  and 
businesses  to  develop  resources  and  respond  more  effectively  to  the  needs  of  the  community 
and  the  college. 

Clj     The  networking  company  Cabletron  Systems  donated  the  cost  of  wiring,  installation  and 

technical  services  enabling  RCC  to  implement  an  advanced  computer  network.  The  upgrade 
represents  a  generous  contribution  worth  nearly  $19,000.  We  are  using  the  improved  system 
for  the  delivery  of  academic  and  business  computing  skills,  as  well  as  general  daily  use  by 
students,  faculty  and  administrative  staff. 

2       Star  Market  and  RCC  joined  forces  to  clarify  career  opportunities  in  retail  management  and 
provide  education  and  work  pathways  for  students.  Star  has  booked  key  executives  to  lecture 
students  on  campus,  given  them  tours  of  the  flagship  store  in  Allston,  and  provide  opportuni- 
ties for  employment,  paid  internships  and  scholarships.

Developing  Community  Partnerships 
and  Community  Access 

Much  of  the  RLTAC's  success  can  also  be  credited  to  the  Community  Access 
Membership  Program  which  offers  residents  affordable  use  of  the  facility.  To  date,  the 
Center  has  issued  almost  1700  quarterly  memberships,  with  an  average  membership  of 
approximately  500  persons  per  quarter  and  growing.  Users  reflect  a  very  diverse,  multi- 
cultural, multi-ethnic  membership.  Approximately  80%  of  the  total  memberships  have 
been  issued  to  residents  of  the  Roxbury  and  Dorchester  communities. 

These  paying  members  enjoy  a  broad  array  of  health  and  fitness  activities  in  the  Center's 
Field  House,  the  gymnasium  and  fitness  rooms  which  contain  nautilus,  weight  and  car- 
diovascular equipment.  Fitness  classes  include  slide  aerobics,  step  aerobics,  toning  and 
conditioning,  hi/lo  impact  aerobics  and  roots  and  rhythm.

Integrating  Academics  &  Athletics 

The  Reggie  Lewis  Center  also  serves  a  major  function  as  an  academic  building.  RCC 
students,  student-athletes  and  faculty  make  use  of  the  RLTAC's  seminar  and  classroom 
space  which  is  used  to  accommodate  academic  programs  including  physical  education, 
health  sciences,  sports  management,  leisure  studies  and  various  certificate  programs. 

Recognizing  that  student-athletes  must  study  hard  as  well  as  play  hard,  last  year  RCC 
Athletic  Director  John  Thomas  initiated  what  is  called  the  Mind  Time  Tutorial  Program. 
Thomas,  a  two-time  Olympic  Medalist,  and  his  staff  collaborate  with  the  RCC  Learning 
Center  to  provide  student-athletes  with  tutorial  assistance  either  on  an  individual  basis  or 
in  a  group  setting  throughout  the  semester.  The  preventative  approach  works.  To  date, 
not  one  student-athlete  has  been  ruled  ineligible  to  play  due  to  unacceptable  grade  point 
averages. 

This  is  particularly  notable  in  the  case  of  the  RCC  Men's  basketball  team,  the  Tigers, 
who  won  their  way  to  national  recognition  with  an  outstanding  25-7  season  in  the  1995- 
1996  academic  year.  During  the  Massachusetts  Community  College  Athletic  Association 
Tournament,  defeated  Holyoke  Community  College  and  won  the  Men's  Basketball 
Championship.  RCC  also  went  on  to  place  3rd  in  the  National  Junior  College  Athletic 
Association  Division  III  Basketball  Championship  Tournament.

Fiscal  Stability 


As  an  urban  community  college,  RCC  serves  a  diverse  student  body.  Currently,  there 
are  approximately  2600  students  attending  the  school.  Half  of  these  students  come  from 
the  communities  of  Roxbury  and  Dorchester  while  most  of  the  rest  are  from  other  urban 
neighborhoods.
